President, Other Officers Named 


Vernon Smith, El Collna Ranches, 
Dallas, was elected president of 8anta 
Gertrudis Breeders International at 
the 26th annual meeting recently held 
in Houston. Other officers elected are: 
Bobby Shelton, Kingsville, Texas, 
Vico President; Charles Grove, Or- 
lando, Florida, Treasurer; and John 
Marlin, Alice, Texas, Secretary. 

Dolph Briscoe, Governor of Texas, 
made an appeal before the assembly 


for the Federal governmont to get out 
of the energy picture.

There were 50,783 animals classified 
by last August with transfers up 10%, 

Dan Wendt, Bay City, Texas, head 
of the foreign market committee, sug- 
gested that Venozuola has great po- 
tential for development. He warned 
that creeping socialism in the Latin 1 
American countries could slow this ; 
growth. 

Tweet Kimball, Sedniia, Colorado, 
chairman of tho Membership Commit- 
tee, gave a glowing report of 
progress. In two years, membership 
has grown from 1610 to 2066 active 
members. Junior memhurs grew from 
326 to 419 during the same period. 

Mark Connally, Floresville, Texas, 
reported on youth activities. He 
emphasized that breeders must give 
financial support so that more suit- 
able premiums may be afforded. This 
appeal brought immediate action. 
Mark, his fatnor John Connally, and 
others in the family donated $2,600 to 
the youth program. This was followed 
the nexL day by several consignors 
donating the proceeds from the cattle 
sale to the fund.
